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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Moon (U.S. 
6.783,256) B2. 

3. Moon discloses a direct back light device having: 

Regarding claim 1, a support unit (70, fig. 2) comprising a lower case (30) and 
two support members on two sides of the lower case (30, fig. 2), each support member 
having a plurality of lengthwise spaced apertures or holes (col. 3, lines 51-54); 

• an CCFL assembly (10, fig. 2) comprising a plurality of parallel lamps each being 
supported by a pair of opposite apertures (70, fig. 2) on the support members wherein 
each of the apertures (401 , fig. 3C) has an inner diameter (401 , fig. 3C) larger than an 
outer diameter of the lamp (410, fig. 3C), and the lamp is divided into a connecting 
portion projected from the support members and an illumination portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Moon in view of Kang et al. (U.S. 2004/0047148) A1. 

Moon discloses the claimed invention except for the upper case. 

However, Kang et al. discloses a lamp assembly having: 

Regarding claim 2, an upper case or top chassis (800, fig. 10) secured to the lower 
case (450, fig. 10) by means of a fastener (175, fig. 7) by connecting the upper and the 
lower cases together for enclosing the CCFL assembly (100, fig. 10). 

Regarding claim 3, a fastening member (175, fig. 7) at the aperture, and wherein 
the fastening member comprises two end enlargements having an outer diameter larger 
than the inner diameter of the aperture. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the direct back light device of Moon with the top chassis taught by 
Kang et al., since the top chassis of Kang et al. would provide Moon with a chassis 
designed to receive the container or the base, protecting the lamp assembly in covering 
the edges equivalently as does the upper case, such that the lamp assembly is 
prevented from being separated from the receiving container or base of the lamp 
assembly. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-6 and 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to suggest each of the adhering members comprising a 
plurality of sectors wherein any two adjacent adhering members are divided by a radius 
so that the sectors are adapted to fasten the lamp by friction as the lamp passes the 
sectors. 

Claims 5-6 are also objected to as being dependent upon claim 4 and claims 8- 
1 1 are also objected to as being dependent upon claim 7.
